The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art taken as 
a whole neither teaches nor renders obvious the wheel bearing positioned in line with a pole 
pivot point and centrally with respect to a running wheel area in combination with the axial 
securing system of the wheel bearing comprising two spring clip rings seated in grooves, with 
housing parts forming a gap over the clip rings so that a gap above the clip rings is smaller than 
the groove in which the clip rings are seated.
